So much for that Ro and I will not dwell 
further upon jt, Dut I think it sbows clearly 
that the Supremo Court gave no countenance by 
its decision to tho doctrine presonted here, that 
tho inhatitants of these States, having once been 
belligercnis, and declared to bo cnomies within 
the teehinical moaning of the law of prize, aro to- 
day political enemice, and thus subject to be dig 

aed of by us under no restrainte but our abso- 
lute will and pleasure es their conquerors. 

It is claimed here that the rebel States Lavo 
forfeited their rights under the constitution ; and 
thaton the ground of forfcituro they haye ccoscd 
to ave any rights under the Conetitation of the 
United Slates. As I euid the othordas, that f 
noyel doctrine to me. I do not know how Stat: 
can thus forfeit their rights uuless they can di 
eard their obligation also. Théy certainly ca 
not do it outside of the constitution, and there is 
no provision in the constitution under which 
thoy can do tt. ‘They hsve not dono it by the 
Jaw of nations. We have not been waging a war 
of couquest against them, and hayonot achiovod 
any such subjugation as gives. us euch power or 
phite there abeolately at our meroy. 

As L understand it, we hare acquired no great- 
‘er powor aver them by our victory over the ro- 
bellion than we had before the rébellion broke 
out, We put down the rebellion, we ernshed the 
usurpation, wo expelled or overpowered tho 
ngurpore, we cleared the robel States. of all a 
thonity and all force that resisted nud rendered 
impossible the oxecution of the laws of the United 
Statce, When that was dono we were dono; and 
the Stotes remained os they wero before.” We 
certainly did not conquer them in shy eetse of 
enbjugation to nnything ele than the oonstitu- 
tion and low of the United States. 

Moreover, [find in the constitution no_pro- 
vision for the forfeiture of Stato rights, Ind 
there no provieion for punishing Statee. I find 
provision for punishing audividusis for, trongcn, 
but none for punishing States. I made in this 
connection w remark w few doym ato, that the 
constitution generally Uealt with wliyidosls and 
not with Btotes; that there were but few casce 
in. which it dealt with States at all, ~ 

Tho gentleman from Obio, (Mr. Smetranan- 
on,) in comowhat, eager haste, I thought, to 
yall himeolf of whist he might well enough have 
pupposed to bo # meré. lapsus on my part in the 
‘uéo of langnoge, paraded before the House an 
array of about fifty cares in which the constitu 

ion docs deal directly with States; and he aa- 
serted in broad terms that tho “abllity to read 
tho English language” ought to have preserved 
yuo from making ‘euch a mistake as that, Well, 
Sir, [did not take that in ill part at all. It was 
apart of the gentlemen's rhetoric. He hed o 
perfect ight to roaort to it., It was not the only

But, Sir, Eropent, with 8 full knowledge of tho 
word is Tused it then, that so for os inflicting 
punishment is concerned the constitution deala 
‘with individunls, and not with States. It does 
douy tho right of States to do coriain thinge—to 
mako treatica, lesue letters of marque and repn- 
eal; &c. ; but it provides uo punishment for Statos 
if they violate those injunctions, except the simple 
penally of, rendering mal} and void. everyiing 
fhat they thus do in violation of those prohibi- 
tions, I mew, whon'T mado that statement, that 
Twas not originating any now doctrine. 'T ro- 
membered that Daxter Wensrau, in one of ls 
able and striking rephes to Mr. Gauaoux, took 
tho same. ground—that the constitation’ deals 
mainly with Statos; and I knew that in that case 
ho quoted from older and perbaps higher authar- 
itics, if there could be higher anthority than his 
ewn upon thator puy other point of cona{itutional 
law.

The precedont for such o surrender, 
on commercial grounds, Mr. Drnpr finds in 
the nilvice just tendered by England to Aus- 
trin, to give up Venico as tho best meuns of 
reducing te standing armies of Europe, aud 
of promoting international trade. 

Worse Mr. Dzxov’s report not conceived in 
tho most friondly spirit toward those who seck 
for © continuance of the treaty, it would bo 
unfair {o ottach so mnch importance to his 
proposal to readjust the balauce of power on 
this continent. But, inasmuch as ho puts in 
good word for the Provinces and for Provin- 
cinl commerce a8 often os ho offers one in be- 
half of his own country, it may be 
assumed that he has some knowledge of 
what would prove an acceptable basia 
of compromise. Indeod, he declares that 
“most of the views (aken in this report have 
heen conjirined since it was writlen, by a confer- 
ence with some of the most able and influential 
menin the Provinces." These influential men, 
Mr. Denvy subsequently indicates, to be none 
other than Ministers of Canada. His gutlino 
ofa system of commercial legislation, which 
shall bo common to the United States, more- 
over indicates that bo bas confidence in ihe 
desire of the Provincial delegates to make @ 
¥ory material surrender of the privilege they 
havo heretofore enjoyed in the making of their 
owntorifis, Through all the twelve years of 
this treaty, which terminates on tho 17th of 
Murch, they bave gone on increasing the 
duties on almost every article we cared to ex- 
port. This enjoyment, wo gathef from Mr. 
Denmr's roport, they are prepared to see cur- 
toiled to n most significant extent And if 
théy/agroe, as it would appear this report 
conte , to withdraw their gredt staple, 
lumber froe list in the next, conven- 
tion, and hinys it taxed $1 per thousand, board 
‘measure, We Bhould infer that the Provincial 
embasay has en\tinusually large discretion. 

The point which will shortly come to be o! 
most immodiste intorest, as these negotiations 
progress, will be tho attitnde ond disposition 
of the British government. We could readily 
believe that for hor own ecconnt, England 
would not stand in the way of any fair bargain 
for ceding a certain amount of British-Ameri- 
can territory to the United States—thet is, 
provided we wanted to buy. But as long as 
Great Britain maintains colonies, pays for their 
protection, spends her money on them, sonds 
thom Governors, and performs generally the 
fanotions of an imperful power toward  de- 
pendenoy, wo take it she will regard with 
with some jealousy any attempt on their part 
to discriminate against her trnde, in favor of 
any other nation. When the Colonial Legis- 
latures set about a revision~of their tarifls 
which shall continue, or peradventure increase 
tho daties on the great British staples, such es 
fino cloth, o,, and which shall, st the same 
time, lower or perhaps sbolish the dnties on 


volving a load of five hundrod thomsand dol- 
lars. Wo can only suggoat to expross and 
railroad companies that thoy uso iron 
cara for thoir more valuable pack- 
‘goa or merchundiso; but with regard 
to tho nowly-ostablishod mail cars, wo 
are not going beyond onr duty'to demand that 
the government substitute iron for wood nt 
the carlicst moment. If tho express company

Roport of the Rovonua Syxotm—Rolorm 
of Organization. 

Tho Report of the Spectal Commission 
on our Revonno Syatem, is tho first for- 
mal and official statement by mon, evi- 
dently of practical and thorough noqunint- 
anoo with our civil sorvioe, of what this 
journal has oo long boen attowpting with ap- 
parent failuro—to impross on tho paople—thnt 
is tha yadloal imperfection of our civil service 
while tho officials ere appointed, promoted 
and removed sololy for their political connco- 
tions dnd opinions Wo hail tho bold and 
frank statoment of tho committao, as tho first 


appearance of a now orior of things 
in tho Union—oa at least tho unveil- 
ing to the people the miserable 


ineMeionoy of our civil servico as comparoil 
not only with European systema, but with 
what it might be. Formorly vaat frauds and 
imperfect organization wero matters of vory 
litte consoquenoa to the masa of tho people, 
becauao the country was so rich that ths loss 
ofa fow millions was not folt at all. But now 
a dishonest or incompetent manngement of 
our rovonue system, for instango, is folt in tho 
pockets of every gitizen ; tho loss must be 
mado up by additional taxation. It is our im 
mediato intarost that we ehonld hava aa good 
an onganization, and os honest 0 managoment 
and officient a worviea, as in England or 
Franca, for instance. 


‘The prosont committeo do not hositate to 
avow—to tho dismay of those who aro in the 
habit of believing America at tho head of the 
civilized world—that wo aro far bebind thoso 
two countries in this important mattor, Of 
onr presont administration of the revonus thoy 
speak thus : 

“An Qha cate now atendy, there can hardly be sald 
to bo any gouors) and offllont organtaation of that 
Gopartment of tho revenue whfeh relatea lo tha cus- 
toms. ‘Tho ayslom dorived in Qo (nthncy of tho na- 
tion haa boon gradoally enlarged and modiNod (o mcot 
uue requirement of an increasing and now enormous 
commerce; but eo nporfoctly and irregularly has this 
een donc, thet tho wholo syatefa at present wen 
wanting in method and centraliealtou; and Wo gov- 
eromont, in thla dopartment of ita business, ta 
obliged, aa {t were, to do [bo work of @ gtant with Wo 
toy lontrumenta of a child. The commission bali 
{urthermore, that thero 1s no st thie time, any. tnd 
vidusl connected with (his bronch of the rovenus who 
possesses ouch an acquaintance with the relations of 
our oustoma aystem to tho trado and cominerce of to 
country aa 1s popsareed by the supervising ocala 
tho customa departments of either Grest Britain ot 
Franco; and, whit in more, thore probably novor will 
horuny auch, x0 long as apgeintmend and continuance fr 
fice are made depandent on palitical eontiderations, 

© 9 © © © Bot an imperfection in onr whole 
rovonue policy more serious and radical than any yet 
advsrtod to, and which alfects alike both the custome 
‘and tho orcizo, is of making tho oppolutment, raten- 
tion and promotion of efcers of the rovanue do- 
pendent on other elreumatances than qualiflestions 
‘and good behavior. So long as this pollcy prevalle—a 
polley uever ailopted by any private firm or corpora: 
tion having a due reyant to ir own interests, and 
one entirely {ynored by all tho leading Statee of Eu- 
rope—a thoroughly eflclent and economical admoinie- 
tration of the revedue, coupled with tbe education of 
‘a competent corps of officialn, cannot reasonably be 
expected. Under the present system, inepoctora of 
epirits have been appointed who were entirely fgno- 
rant of the hyitrowoler and disreganted ita uso; and 
Inspectors of tobsceo, who require to be instructed a 
o the nature of the different varieties of thin article 
when manufactured, previous to entering upon tho 
dlecharge of thnir dutice. 

The commission are nleo infvrmed that efforts for 
the removal of competent offcers have, in come in- 
lances, undoubtedly Leen made, for the ole reason 
that In the faithful discharge of their dutics they 
have interfered with the private interests of wealthy 
‘and indent) individuals. 

The commission consider it imperative that come 
eclion should be takon by Congress on this mubject, 
nd that the necessities of tu@pountry show over- 
ride any advantages thet nom may sccrne In the 
Gistribation of patronage in the revenue depart- 
ment of the goverment. Good men, bonest, 
compelont and effclent, ahould bo sought out and 
placed m all the poriticus requiring tact, ekill and 
judgment, and cp such ealarice es will ensble 
thom (o live and continue honest. ‘They should, more 
over, hold their situations Uy such sesured tenure as 
to Jaduce appliostion and faithfulness. ‘Thus would 
the government have the benesit of experience, every 
year growing more and more valuable." 

The following is their treatment of the New- 
York Custom-honso, which they certainly han- 
ie without gloves ; « 

‘Ag regards the Now-York Oustom-bouse, the chan- 
nel through which about two-thirds of tbo receipts of 
the whole country pass, want of tite ber prevented 
the commission from making exteneive poroonal in- 
Guiry; but, {udging from the numeroue statements 
presented to tiew, and from the evidence elicited by 
the Committee on Public Eapenditures, (. of Rep,, 
3eth Coug., 24 Sese., Report No. 26—1665,) they feel 
eatiefied thet the necessity of roform in the manner 
of doing buriness in this inetitation was never more 
‘urgent than at present, 

Of the.cficere employed in the New-York Custom: 
Bouse, it {# believed that a majority of them bave no 
speclal qualifications for thelr places, avd little 
Amowledge of the law under which tuey decharge 
their futies; while the cetimalcs presented to we 
commmJsalon of the annual losses experienced by the 
government, through the freude perpetrated in eon- 
nection with this institution, range from $19,000,000 
to $25,000, 000. 

A very large part of thees {rouda vise from the un- 
Gervaluation of Invoices, coupled with noglest and {n- 
competence in the department of tho appraisore, To 
enler into any detailed acconut of the manner in 
which these frauds are perpetrated would, however, 
require more space than is at the command of the 
comuntesion in the present report; but as an iWuatrs- 
tion of the common, rystematic, und ehameloas man- 
norin which it le conducted, they would state thet 
thoy have had exhibived to thea two invoices, recelved 
daring the past few months from one of the lesding 
apd moat respectable houtes of ono of the chief cltica 
of Europe, one of which inyolecs, eworn to falsely for 
tho payment of duties, was nearly forty per ceut leas 
in amount than the other, which was tranemitted for 
the private eccount of the tmporter. 

‘Tho attention of the commission has, furthermore, 
been called to 0 caso which las occurred very recently, 
concerning a fordign publication, imported in anects 
into New-York, for whieh ao American house offered 
to double the price at which tho eheets were invoiced, 


tho leading staples of another countzy, there 
is opt, we fear, to arises clash af interests and 
conflict.of authority. The question, it is true, 
is ono for tho colonists and the parent govern- 
mont to sottlo between themselves ; but we 
may a3 woll take account of the difficulties 
whioh still lie in the path of reciprocity, even 
if this report from the Troasury is accepted by 
tho delegates as it gtonds, 


Fmes on Ramway Taars.—It eceme almost 
focrediblo that cars in motion should be de- 
stroyed by fire in spite of all efforts to oxtin- 
guish the flames, but frequent occurrences of 
the kind attost the fact. Tho latest instanco 
occurred on tho Eric Road on Sunday night, 
when the car belonging to tho United States

The offect cf rucb freuda {9 not to be measured 
merely by the actual loss of revenue rustained by the 
government, but aleo includes the injury inficted upon 
the honest importer or the American manufscturer, 
who is foreed to submit to competition against which 
no akill or industry will enable bim to protect bim- 
tolf. And itis undoubtedly true that in this way no 
tariff enected of lato years has fully accomplished the 
end it was intended to subserro,

nome of theao canes, It is tbo conviction of old and ex- 
perieneed Onstom-houss officials that the govern- 
ment bas been mado to refund dutley three or four 
times in suocesalon, and that a large part of the bual- 
noas ean bp characterized as nothing fess thay ebamie~ 
Jean and. systematic robbery, tnyolving, It would 
soem, not unfrequontly, collusion on the part of gor= 
orament officials. 

Ik onght to bo clearly undorstood by ths people of 
tho country tha acontinuance of this laxity in the 
management of the customs revenue Ls oquivalent to 
Sncroased taxation; and that every dollar taken from 
tho rovenuo under various protences in this depart- 
ment, wast, necessarily, be mado up by au oquivalont 
assosament."

‘This IW certainly sound advieo. ‘Tho timo 
has gono by in this country in which first- 
class ability can bo scourod by tho govern- 
ment at the oalarios formerly paid. 

Tho commission commend many of the foa- 
tures of tho British aystom, especially the fol- 
lowing :

of tho ofielats aro rarvly, if over, board of” 

Wo have no bopo in this groat roform pro- 
fpoaed, for success this yoar or the noxt, or 
porhaps for agencration. But wo aro grate 
ful for such formal nnd historical statementa 
of ita uccéssity aa this commiasion have 60 
boldly mado, and wo doubt not that the truths 
thoy propound will yot tako root. 


‘Practical Logislation—The Bankruptoy 
Bill. 

A pertain amount of optimism’ is as eaton- 
tinl in politios a4 in tho common ethics of 
evoryday life, Tho oyils and annoyances of 
tho presont hourare incidontal and transitory ; 
tho good wo hopo for, thovgh unseen ond 
tindefined, ia euro, and will be enduring. 
god debates about reconstruction, and 
omingly interminable manutaotury of 
constitutional amendmonts, may therefore bo 
submitted to pationtly, if not with indiffer- 
ence. After thoorizing will coms pmic- 
tice. “Beyond a fathomlosa ovcan of words 
lies o solid land of work. Tho era of discus- 
sion ended, wo may confidently expect a reign 
of action, and the adjustment of matters into 
which partisanship'docs not properly enter, 

‘The revision of the revenue system cannot 
belong delayed, now that the roport of the 
special commission has been presented to 
Congress. The careful consideration and re- 
arrangement of onr fiscal burdens is s task to 
which the statesmanship of either House will 
not be more than equal. It ism labor to, 
performed concurrently with the adoption of 
judicious financial measures, which willbe 
hindered or helped by the manner of its per- 
formance, 

‘When this legislation shall have been sc- 
complished, another question closely affect- 
ing tho interests of trade and the well-being 
of the country, will challenge attention. Scat- 
tered through the commorcial world are snags 
and wrecks which should be cleared away, if 
wo would give to our people fairplay in the 
arduous career that ie before them. Acknowl- 
edging the ecessity of 80 arranging internal 
toxes that labor and capital shall have the 
fréest possible scope, let it not be forgotten 
thot both continue to suffer from the conse- 
quences of former financial dissstors. There are 
tens of thousands of honest men whose ener- 
gies ore crippled and whose usefulness is i 
paired by 0 legal inability to escape from the 
results of by-gone misfortune. Whether 
theso embarrassments have proceeded from 
business inptitude or o want of fair business 
strength, or from the orsh which shook the 
land in 1857, ond ngain in 1860, is really of 
minor importance. The great fact is indis- 
patoble. And the only method of averting 
the embarrassment it produces, and destroy- 
ing the evil of which it is tho eouso, is the 
‘enactment of a judicions bankruptoy law. 

‘The business community of this country are 
not gonerally chargouble with short-sighted 
selfishness. They discern their true in- 
terest with more readiness than most people, 
and their keenness is usually tinged with an 
honorable liberality. The majority of them 
are rarely unwilling to mako due allowance 
for misfortnno, or to arrange with their debtors 
on o basis of mutual sacrifice, To this general 
feature may in some degree be attributed the 
elasticity which is associated with the prova- 
lent idea of the American business character. 
Down to-day, the American is resolved to be 
up tomorrow, A tumble docs not umprees 
him os otherwise than temporary. Ho sees in 
misfortune an inccntive to rencwed exertion ; 
in difficulty, » motive to bolder effort and more 
ambitious ais. Hence, commercial panics and 
crises are less terrible to us than to any other 
people under the sun, We emerge from them 
with o spirit unimpaired, with hope undim- 
med, and with o faculty for adapting ourselves 
to circumstances, which is one of the sccreta 
of our marvelous progress and prosperity, 

But the breed of Shylock bas multiplied in 
the land, and now thwarts the liberal purposes 
of the business majority. An pnfortunate 
trader who proposes honestly to settle with 
his creditors by giving up all be bas, and asks 
in return exoneration from further liability, 
too often finds his plan frustrated by the greed 
and obstinacy of some individual, who re- 
sists compromise under an expectation of 
thereby securing bis full claim. Thoro aro 
merchants to whom this course is as o settled 
rule of trade. They never release o debtor 
except on his payment of every dollar in full. 
‘The willingness of other creditors to acoopt 
part in full settlement of the whole, has no 
influence upon them. They stand upon the 
bond and demand the pound of floeah. What 
the offect may bo upon tho condition and fu- 
tnre of the debtor is of no concern to thom. 
Whothor their obduracy operate asa perpetual 
impodimont to his resumption of businoss, in 
{hoir judgment, matters not, Thoy will koop

the screw opon him continually, although the 
effect bo to ralf him uttorly, and render his 
business salvation virtually impossible, 

How this stata of things operates, every nan 
knows. Thero is hardly one among us who 
cannot place his finger upon oases which 
iWnustrato the miéhief ond oruelfy occasioned 
by tho inability of bankrupt traders to oseapo 
from a long-borng Joad of misfortune. On all 
sides business persons may bo feen whoso 
intogrity is antarniahed, whoso quoliftcations 
aro oxcellent, and whose willingness to' work 
nono can gainsay, but who are noyertholoss 
debarred from the us of thoir opportunities 
by tho constant pressure of an old indebtod- 
ness, Wht follows? In too many cases an 
evaslon of lognl Hobility most dotrimontal to 
commorcial morals, Shylock is clrcamvented, 
and trickery bocomosa part of trade. Busi- 
noxs is carried on under falso but specious 
protexts, They who cannot buy and soll un- 
der their own nampa, do both under the nnmes 
of others. Property which rightfully bolongs 
to creditors is trynsforred to rolativos. ‘Thus 
the mornl foros of businoss obligations is 
weakonod, tho standard of business integrity 
is impaired, and’ blow is inflicted upon tho 
confldenco whieh should subsist botwoen man 
and man. And for much of this mischief, 
Shylock is unquostionnbly rasponsible. 

‘Tho insufflcienoy of Stato legislation is not 
Joas obvious, ‘fo tho extent that it is opera 
tivo, it is of conrso usefal; but being limited 
in its application, nnd lacking in uniformity, 
it Is not suited to tho wants of tho time. Only 
tho action of Congress can dispose of an ovil 
which is of national maguitude, and provide 
moans of reliaf which shall bo national in 
in thoir oporation. 

The constitutional right of Congross to leg- 
islate on the subject inay bo takon for granted. 
The sturdicat aticklor for “utrict oonstitn- 
tion’ will find it dificult to porsugdo tho 
conntry that a power which hus already at 
differont times beou exorcised, and which tho 
Suprome Court hns pronounced constitutional, 
should now bo regulated by any other consid- 
cration than expediency. And the oxpedienoy 
of a bankruptay law appears to us as evident 
fg that of a lew regulating the national our- 
ronoy, or determining “‘ the obligation of con- 
tracts" upon citizons of the sovoral States. 
Instead of treating it ns exceptional, and lim- 
ited in its duration to a special ect of ciroum- 
stances, wo would Lave it pormanent and 
universal ns commerce itself. tenn hardly 
Do moro necossary Bf all times to provide for 
the enforcoment of contracts than to provide for 
the adjustment of the relotions of dolor and 
creditor, irrespeativo of tho peculiar causoa of 
stor which at this momont rondor it of 
urgont importance.

What then? These aro reasons, not against 0 
now law, bnt for 8o carefully considering its 
provisions (hat tho moan of oquity may ba

For anything lika a gonoral whitewashing 
lnw there oan bo no exonad, Indeed tho most 
sincore advocates of a bankruptoy bill are 
thoy who would most stringontly provide for 
tho provention and punishment of fraud. They 
dosire legislation, not to ratify the title of

misdoing, but on one hand to as- 


assist the honest unfortunate to regain com- 
mercial freedom, and on the other to aid the 
patient croditor in redocming some portion of 
his loss,

The War for the Unfon and the War 
Agninst It. 

Mr. Tuspxos Sreymra nnd his radical 
frionds aro not unlikely to overshoot their 
mark. Their fry zool will in due timo defeat 
itsolf, and bring npon thor own heads tho 
punishment with which they threaten others. 
For all this agitation in Congress, this piling 
up of omgndmonta to tho constittion, this 
dennnoiation of avery man who differs from 
them, this anxiety to diablo and punish our 
follow-citizons in tho Sonthern Btatos, is in 
ntrange forgatfulnass of considorations which 
tho statesman who would live must over keep 
in view. It presupposos tho coutinunnce dur- 
ing peace of a pnblic opinion whioh acquired 
force under tho oxcitemont and parila of war. 
Itmakea no allowanod” for tho abatemont of 
fooling which derived their strangth from a 
conflict involving tho lifo of the nation, hnd 
which oro naturally modified, if not erndicatod, 
now that danger ss given place to triomph. 
And it ignores tho fuot that many of tho meas- 
urosarged by mdicalism, and which the radi- 
cal loadors would fain push to completion be- 
twoon tho rising and tho sctting of tho sun, 
cannot aoquire ony guaranteo of pormanence, 
snd'may bo annulled without coremony by 
another Congress. Even with rogard to con- 
stitutional ‘nmondmonts, it takes for granted 
tho concnrronce of the roquisita numbor of 
States, although tho known weakness of the 
radical elomont in noveral of them rondors 
suoh a rcaultoxtremely improbable. ‘Thoro is 
folly, therefore, as woll aa mischief in somo of 
tho acones now boing annoted at Washington. 

‘The idoa of wubjugating tho Southorn Statos 
and reducing them to tho condition of con- 
quored provinces, obtained no favor during 
tho poriod most likely to fostor it, ‘Trae, tho 
Wondell Phillipses on the platform onacted the 
same réle of characters now ployod by tho 
Stevonsos of another placo, but tho great body 
of tho people rpndiated it unqualifiodly and 
alwoys, ‘Pho Copperheads, taking thoir cuo 
from tho Phillips cchool of radicals, opposod 
tho war under tho allogation that it was a war 
of conquest. But tho poople, from whom 
mon and means to carry on the war woro de- 
rived, nevor regarded it as othor than a atrug- 
glo to preserve the national intogrity, All 
thoir plans, all thoir aims, woro predicated 
upon tho continued oxistenoe of the Union in 
its entiroty, and consoquently upon tho con- 
tinuance within tho Union of tho robo Statoa, 
throughout tho whole torm of the robal 
Tho cntiro policy of tho government, foreign 
and domestio, prooseded on this hypothesis, 
‘Tho proclamations of President Lmtoonn, tho 
correspondance ot tho State Department, tho 
logialation of Congress, the offorts and aspira- 
tiona of the Northern poople—all wore in 
hormony upon thia point, It waa this and 
this alono which justified tho war, It wns this 
and only this which sustained tho North un- 
dor revorse, animated it whon thingy wore 
their gloomiest aspcot, ond gave unceasing 
vigor to tho spirit which lod to victory. The 
States wero hold to be States all tho timo. 
And the close of (ho war was held to imply the 
rosumption of former relations as between tho 
federal government and the sevoral States 
which had been concerned in the robellion. 

This popular appreciation of the question 
is of more value, for most praotical pur 
poses, than the abstract arguments of pub- 
licists on either side. As tho subtleties of the 
secession problem haye been blown into 
nothingness from the cannon's mouth, so the 
theorizing of Messrs. Srevexs and Suwe1ts- 
nAnaEn is blotted out aa of no account by the 
Acliberate judgment of the people, We have 
the testimony of Gon. Gnaire to the goad faith 
with which the citizons of the South acquiesce 
in the verdict of the war, and resume their al- 
legiance to the old flag. ‘Tho terms dictated by 
Gen. Gnasy, with the full knowledge of Prosi- 
dent Lrxcors, were calculated to bring about 
this happy condition of affairs, The great 
soldier who guided the struggle to its end 
dreamed not of arrogating to himself the func- 
tions of conqueror, or of imposing upon the 
South terms of vasealnge. They who did the 
fighting felt always that they wore fighting, 
pot to extond a conqueror’s flag over alien ter- 
rilory, not to add provinces to a republic and 
make its glorious symbol ‘'n flaunting lie, 
but to put down rebels and restoro tho euthor- 
ity of the Union over all its component parts. | 
The annies of the Union fought only for that. 
And when (ial was accomplished, soldicrs and 
people alike felt that the work of the war war | 
ended, aud that nothing’ rewmained to keep 
Northern and Southern States apart. The 
Union was restored, and with tho restored 
Tnion came back the equality of the States 
end the full title of each to the privileges con- 
ferred by the constitution. 

‘The Northern people have gone yet further. 
From tho moment when the rebellion wns 
known to be suppressed, they have striven to 
heal the wonnds occasioned by the wns, and 
to reassure the South in every respect. They 
have established lines of steam communication 
almost without number. They have provided 
the means of reconstructing railroads. They 
have furnished capital to cultivate plan- 


tations and to promote industrial and 
commercinl enterprises in overy South- 
em Stote. ‘They havo settled liberally 


with Southern debtors, and have sent on 
credit goods to supply the Southern market. 
In this manner the question of the Union and 
the relations of Northern States to Southern 
States have beon virtually and sat: torily 
sottled by tho peoples of the two seotions. 
Southern people come hither end find friends 
and fellow-citizens, instead of aliens and sub- 
jugators, Northern people go there and find, 
in tho varied resources of Statos now freed 
from tho curso of slavery, fresh gounds of 
confidence in the power and prosperity of the 
Union. 

It remains for men like Mr. Tuappevs Sre- 
yess, to declare the work of tho Grants and 
Shermaus of the army unfinished, and to con- 
domn the mognanimous epirit of tho Ameri- 
can people. Toa man who bud dared any- 
thing or done anything befitting n hero, wo 
might be disposed to listen with respect, But 
that men who never shouldered 8 musket, nor 
exposed their precious persons to danger, 
should now gcold and hector, and talk about 
terms which s conqueror may dictate, 1s sim- 
ply intolerable, And when Mr, Szevmxs, who 
during tho war atteinpted nothing moro for- 
midablo than tho drafting of absurd gold bills, 
spite his vonom upon the President, and im- 
pugns tho sagacity and patriotism of ANonEW 
Jomeox, the poople will not bo long in 
deciding to whom thoir confidonoa should 
bo given, On ono hand, they geo tho

ize loyal sentiment in tho border States, and 
whoso policy since his cloyalion to power bas 
beon marked by consummate skill and judg- 
ment, and by a disinterosted devotion to the 
restoration of national peace and unity, which 
entitles him to the coiperation of the country 
It is against (his patriot, tried and trie— 
ogainat this statesman, endowed so aminently 
with qualities peouliarly suited to the crisis— 
that Mr. Srevmxs presumptuously and inso- 
lently proposos to array the groat Union party. 
What good can possibly bo offeoted by these 
ropsnted displays of the radical temper, and 
those. ronowed developments of the rdical 
tactics? In it imaginod that by bullying avd 
threatening, and insulting, Mr. Srsyexs can 
drive President Jouxson from his position? 
Is it supposed that a party may be everlasting- 
ly frightoned by tho crack of an ovorser’s 
whip, or perpotnally mialed by ories devoid of 
reason, and appeals which, thongh full of 
sound and fury, signify nothing? If thesa be 
tho oxpcctations, wo toll those who cherink 
thom that they aro doomed to dissppointment. 
Axpamw Jomssox stood firm in the Senate 
with traitors around him ; firm in Tennosses, 
whon firmness for tho Union exposed him to 
tronblo and death, and we aro confident that 
ho will not shrink now, with tho publio opin- 
ion of tho nation overwhelmingly in his fayor. 
As to tho Union party, wore not less sure 
that its usefulness to the country, and the 
prolongation of its power ax a party, dopond 
upon tho restraints which {t shall imposo 
upon tho soliemes of tho radical section. Ita 
worst enemies are of its own household. ff 
theso asinults upon tho constitution and tho 
Exooutivo are to bo continued, the Union will 
be in greater dangor from the doings of 
professod frionds {han’ from tho machinations 
of ita moat inalignnut cnemies.

Shall it bo anid that the Union 
party ia unoqual to the exigoncios of the situa 
tion? 


Tho Medical Sta of the Army. 
‘To provide a military peooo establishmont 
of the country, which shall reconcile ndcquate 
protootion fot the present und provision for 
tho futuro, with tho minimum of oconomical 
cxponditure, ond which shall, ot the samc 
timo, in rospeot to now offices created, do jas 
tico both to rogulars ond volunteers, is a 
moat difficult taak. The amended bill, reported 
to the Sonate, by Sonalor Wusox, provides for 
amintmu army strength of about fifty-seven 
thonsandyngn, ond the maximum force of tho 
regular “army, at prasont organized, is about 
forty-throo thonsand rouk-and file, This in- 
croass is not unreasonablo, 
‘Tho atro¥s of difficulty grows out of attempt-

For example, the number of surgcons in 
tho regular army is limited to fifty, and no 
assistant surgeon can be 8 surgeon till hn *— 
seryed five years, and not then unless there 
be o vacancy the corpa of sargeons, In 
consequence of this law there aro many medi- 
cal oflicers who entered tho army anterior to 
tho rebellion, an Who have served through 
the war with distinction, who are otill assist 
ant surgeons. 
‘The bill of Senator Wireox oxcludes these 
officers from competing for the twenty-five 
vacancies ercated thereby in the corps of sur- 
geons, by providing that assistant surgeons of 
volunteers and none but vem, shall be eligible 
to the new appointments. 
That this exclusion js bad in principle, and 
will be unjust in application, is epparont on 
its face, In the Girst place, it provente the 
governmont from gotting the best men in the 
anny medical service, by limiting the ficld of 
selection’ to ono class, instesd of ombracing 
regulars and volunteers alike, In the second 
place, it inspires and promotes unnecess 
jealousy between the to arms of tho sery 
and it also works positive wrong to deserving 
men in the regular service. 

‘The trae plan is to throw theso twenty-five 
new appointments open to compotition, by 
rigid test of merit before an examining board, 
whero carly education, professional training, 
military service, habit and temper of mind 
‘and body, and, what is of great importance, 
temperance und virtue of life, ean be unfolded 
for consideration. Open the doors for regu- 
lars and volunteers alike, and let him who 
passes tho ordeal best be first commissioned, 
nnd so on to the end of the list. At any rate, 
do not debar the regulars from the poor privi- 
lege of submitting to an examination, The 
preparation of study for the ordeal will of it- 
self be a great advantage to the publio service,
